PROFESSIONAL INVESTMENT PROGRAM TAX REPORT 
CORPORATE HEALTH PLAN 


How many of you are aware that all 
medically related expenses for key employees 
as well as stockholder employees and their 
families can be paid and, or reimbursed tax 
free by a corporation? 


This program, qualified under Sections 105 

and 106 of the Internal Revenue Code, can be 
implemented by a board resolution entered in 
the corporate minutes. It would enable 
corporate deductability of not only disability 
and health insurance premiums, but also all 
items heretofore not covered. Examples 
include: I. Eye examinations, glasses or 


contact lenses. 2. Dental work including 
orthodontia. 3. Purchase or rental of instru- 
ments essential to the medical treatment of 

a patient. An example would be an electronic 
filter or air conditioner for one suffering 
from asthma. 4. Doctors' appointments, labora- 
tory tests, prescriptions, etc. 


If the thought of expensive medical costs 

with before-tax dollars, rather than after- 
tax dollars reduced by a 35-50 percent shrink- 
age, appeals to you, drop a note to MSA 
Investment Program, P.O. Box 1708, East 
Lansing 48823.
